Korean mobilization officers are selecting young men affiliated directly or 
indirectly with the Korean Labor Party for training ae basic and specialized 
shock troops in undetermined areas near the 38th Parallel.

or five North Korean officers attached to each training school, The trainees 
are divided into groups according to their education or lack of it; the éducated 
trainees receive a two-week course, and the uneducated are trained for one 
month, Graduates of the course receive the rank of sergeant. 


All young men remaining in areag occunied by the Chinese Communiste and North 
Koreans must join the North Korean army regardless of their party affiliation. 
Seventy vercent of the conscripts are anti-Communist.
